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Judge 
motion

LOS ANGELES (UPI) 
U.S. 
District Court Judge Matt Byrne 
Friday rejected a defense motion to 
dismiss all charges in the Pentagon 
Papers trial on grounds the judge 
had been approached about taking 
the office of director of the FBI. 
In a separate development, it was 
disclosed that E. Howard Hunt told 
the Watergate grand jury he had 
authorization from “the people who 
employed 
him ’—presumably 
the 
W hite 
House —to 
burglarize 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist's off ice. 
Byrne, after hearing arguments 
about his conversations with White 
House aide John Ehrlichman, said 
there was no doubt in his mind about 
his ability to act as a completely fair 
judge in the trial. 
The defense for Daniel Ellsberg 
and Anthony Russo had argued there 
should 
be 
a 
dismissal 
of 
the 
indictment because of “ White House 
taint“ in approaching Byrne about 
the possible appointment at the time 
the trial was underway. 


Byrne turned over to the defense 
portions of the transcript of the 
testimony Hunt gave earlier this 
week to the grand jury probing the 
Watergate affair. 
It disclosed that Hunt admitted he 
did commit the burglary and that he 
did make photographs of Ellsberg's

through Senate queries 
psychiatric report, but he claimed 
they were not effective and nothing 
came of them. 
Portions of the testimony were 
made available to the defense by the 
court. 
Hunt said that Egil “ Bud” Krogh, 
at the time a White House aide, 
authorized 
the 
burglary 
of 
Ellsberg's psychiatrist’s office. The 
fact that the burglary was to take 
place also was made known to David 
Young, an employe of the National 
Security Agency. 
According to Hunt’s grand jury 
testimony, 
two 
Cubans 
actually 
carried out the burglary but were 
unsuccessful 
in 
getting 
any 
information about the psychiatric 
history of Ellsberg. 
The transcript said Hunt reported 
to 
Krogh 
about 
the 
incident 
afterwards. 
Byrne heard the motion to dismiss 
the indictment on grounds that “the 
trial was no longer capable of 
conveying 
an 
appearance 
of 
fairness“ after the defense began a 
boycott of active participation in the 
trial proceedings. 
During 
the 
morning 
session 
Ellsberg 
and 
Russo sat at the 
counsel table in the courtroom with 
their lawyers but there was no 
c r o ss-e x a m in a tio n 
or 
le g a l 
objections from the defense.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ousted 
White House aides H. R. Haldeman 
and John D. Ehrlichman, expressing 
belief 
President 
Nixon 
will 
be 
cleared of all suspicion regarding 
the Watergate scandal, underwent 
extensive 
questioning Friday 
by 
Senate staff investigators. 
The private session on Capitol Hill 
came as it was revealed at the 
Pentagon 
Papers 
trial 
in 
Los 
Angeles that E. Howard Hunt, one of 
the Watergate conspirators, had told 
a grand jury in Washington that he 
had authorization from his superiors 
—presumably the White House —to 
loot the office of Daniel Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist. 
While the two men met with the 
staff 
of 
the 
Senate 
Watergate 
investigating 
committee, 
Nixon 
announced in Key Biscayne, Fla , 
that he has chosen Gen. Alexander 
M. Haig, one of his top diplomatic 
aides, to replace Haldeman at least 
temporarily as White House chief of 
staff. 
It was disclosed earlier this week 
at the Los Angeles trial, in which 
Ellsberg 
is 
one 
of 
the 
two 
defendants, 
that 
Ehrlichm an 
testified 
Nixon 
ordered 
him 
to 
investigate the leak of the Pentagon 
Papers and that he had hired Hunt 
and G. Gordon Liddy, another of the 
seven Watergate conspirators, to 
carry out the inquiry. 
Trial Judge Matt Byrne turned 
over to the Pentagon Papers defense 
sections of the transcript of the 
testim ony 
Hunt 
gave 
to 
the 
Watergate grand jury earlier this 
week, saying. 
“ Hunt, at the direction of the 
people who employed him, came to 
L os 
A n g e l e s , 
c a s e d 
t h e 
psychiatrist’s office, photographed 
it, and made plans for the burglary. 
He discussed the burglary with his 
superiors, was given authorization, 
and returned to Los Angeles to 
execute it.”

President’s top adviser on domestic 
affairs, spent five hours with the

but a broad spectrum of alleged 
political espionage and campaign 
funding irregilarities last year. 
Information from several sources 
indicates the select panel, headed by 
Sen Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., is 
seeking to learn the extent of an 
operation 
headed 
by 
California 
attorney 
Donald 
H. 
Segretti, 
reportedly 
hired 
by 
President 
Nixon’s 
appointments 
secretary, 
Dwight L. Chapin, to set up a 
political espionage network. 
Then 
acting 
FBI 
director 
L. 
Patrick Gray III testified during his 
ill-fated confirmation hearings that 
H erbert 
Kalmbach, 
Ni xon’s 
personal 
lawyer, 
gave 
Segretti 
$30,000 to $40,000 between Sept 1. 
1971, and March 15, 1972. 
It also has been reported that 
Segretti sought to recruit as many 
as 50 persons to conduct espionage, 
and made 500 to 700 long distance 
telephone calls, some to the White 
House Identities of these persons, 
and further particulars, have not 
been disclosed so far. 
The offices of Sens. George S. 
McGovern, the 
1972 Democratic 
presidential nominee, and Edmund 
S. Muskie, Democratic front-runner

Neglect of first 
amendment 


Now hear this one, it you 
care for civil liberties 
Last 
week 
a 
press 
conference 
is 
called 
to 
which 
are 
invited 
newspapermen of course, 
and also television. Because 
the 
conference 
is 
of 
particular interest to public 
television, a team comes up 
to New York all the way 
from 
Columbia, 
South 
Carolina and sets up its 
camera, alongside the three 
cameras 
from 
the 
commercial stations 
Enter the gentleman who 
called the press conference. 
He is approached by the 
television interviewer for 
NBC and told that, ah, 
unfortunately none of the 
commercial 
television 
cameras can shoot under 
the present arrangement. 
Why? Because the public 
television team is not a 
member of the relevant 
union 


There isn't much to be 
done 
under 
the 
hectic 
circumstances, so NBC is 
asked whether it would 
make its footage available 
to 
the 
public 
television 
camera 
after 
the 
conference, and the answer 
is an obliging yes. The press 
conference takes place, the 
public T V. men sitting idle, 
their electric cord ritually 
disconnected from the wall 
socket. Later in the day they 
approach 
NBC 
for 
the 
promised footage and are 
told that the charge — for 12 
minutes of tape — will be 
$6,000. They gasp, and NBC 
grandly reduces the charge 
to $3,000. The hell with it, 
the public television people 
say: they don't have that 
kind of money. 
I was the principal, as you 
will have guessed, and this 
column is one part a public 
act of remorse. I should 
have told the commercial 
stations to pull out their own 
plugs, and then faced only 
the public television camera 
with 
my 
announcement. 
Having an over-developed 
theatrical flair, I would 
under such circumstances 
have 
been 
tempted 
solemnly to announce not 
my plans for the future of 
Firing Line (the designated 
subject of the conference), 
but my intention to run for 
Mayor of New York. That 
would 
have 
caused 
the 
gasps to come from the 
commercial stations which 
(in my fantasy) would then 
have begged me on bended 
knee 
to 
repeat 
the 
announcement 
for 
their 
benefit, but I ’d have been 
the 
soul 
of 
obduracy. 
Presumably if a non-union 
camera had been present at 
Dallas on November 22, 
1963, CBS, NBC and ABC 
would simply have declined 
to 
photograph 
the 
final 
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moments in the life of the 
President of the United 
States. 
Here is what I miss in the 
literature that comes in 
from the civil libertarians. 
They are telling us — Dr. 
Frank Stanton has been 
most eloquent on the point 
— that television is every 
bit as much an instrument of 
press 
freedom 
as 
the 
newspaper, 
and 
that 
television 
newsmen 
are 
therefore entitled to exactly 
the same protection that the 
newspapermen are entitled 
to. 
If 
television 
is 
no 
different — insofar as the 
first 
amendment 
is 
concerned 
— 
from 
the 
newspapers, 
then 
why 
couldn’t a newspaperman's 
union refuse to permit its 
representatives 
to 
take 
notes 
at 
any 
press 
conference 
also 
being 
covered by reporters who 
are not union members ? 
One would suppose that 
such an effrontery would 
not be tolerated. Buy why is 
it tolerated in television? 
As things now stand, the 
District Court in New York 
has ruled in Buckley and 
Evans vs. AFTRA that the 
union 
cannot 
compel 
persons 
who appear 
on 
television for the exclusive 
purpose of giving their own 
views on public affairs to 
join AFTRA was shocked 
by the verdict and quickly 
announced that it would 
appeal. 
Pro fesso r 
Alexander Bickel of Yale 
University has accordingly 
been hired to take my civil 
liberties away from me. 
The arguments are being 
prepared 
and 
the 
legal 
confrontation will soon be 
held. 
Meanwhile 
Mr. 
Nat 
Hentoff, a left-winger of 
undiluted loyalty to the first 
amendment, has urged his 
very 
important 
constituency to side with me 
and with Evans, and has 
attempted to persuade the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union to file a brief amicus 
curiae. 
He 
has 
almost 
singlehandedly 
persuaded 
the ACLU to change its 
historic opinion about union 
membership.The 
union 
shop, the ACLU now says 
belatedly, ought not to be 
required for people who are 
journalists. 
What is dismaying about 
all of this is the failure of 
the 
great 
journalistic 
organs - THE NEW YORK 
TIMES, for instance; CBS 
and NBC and ABC — to fight 
for the first amendment at 
the level at which it is most 
routinely trampled upon — 
by the unions. They rise in 
their wrath only when Dan 
Ellsberg is to be protected, 
or when a Congressional 
committee desires to see 
the cuts that were made in 
“ The 
Selling 
of 
the 
Pentagon ” They are mute 
when they are themselves 
closed down as the result of 
inordinate 
union 
power 
achieving effects that are 
forbidden to ihe Congress by 
the Constitution. And — as 
the case of NBC shows 
they are not even beyond 
turning a profit from the 
situation. 
At 
least 
they 
could contribute such 
a 
profit to the National Right 
to 
Work 
Defense 
Committee.

Controversial probation 


subsidy m ay be repealed 


SACRAMENTO (Capitol > 
— Millions of words of copy 
have been filed by newsmen 
in 
recent years on the 
subject 
of 
probation 
subsidy. 
Under 
the 
probation 
subsidy law enacted in 1965, 
counties are offered finan­ 
cial incentives to increase 
the use of probation or 
county 
jail 
sentencing 
rather than committing all 
felons to state prison, or all 
youthful offenders to the 
California Youth Authority. 


Each 
case 
“ kept 
at 
home” entitles the county to 
receive up to $4,371 
in 
additional 
state 
funds, 
which must be used to 
strengthen county probation 
services 
and 
caseload 
supervision. 
This has meant a drastic 
drop in 
the number of 
inmates in state prison. 
Gov Ronald Reagan, in the 
past, has praised the job 
being done in the prisons 
since so few returnees come 
back 
But, there has been strong 
criticism on the part of 
county sheriffs and other 
law enforcement agencies 
that there is an increase in 
criminal activity on the part 
of those who have bei-n 
“ slapped on the wrist and 
kicked out" of the county 
jail. 
Sen W Craig Biddle <R 
Riverside i wants to put an 
end to the whole probation 
subsidy scheme and thereby 
“ strengthen overall crime- 
fighting 
and correctional 
resources 
which 
are 
a v a ila b le 
to 
local 
government 
Amending SB 391, his own 
bill, 
Biddle 
called 
for 
abolition 
of 
pi cibat ion 
subsidies m favor of a dual 
program of state giants to 
augment local funding tor 
c r i m e 
p r e v e n t i o n 
corrections, 
rehabilitation 
and probation service 
Counties 
would 
either 
receive a regular County 


Correctional Program grant 
in the same amount they 
now 
receive 
from 
the 
subsidy program, or a flat 
grant of $1 multiplied by the 
total 
county 
population, 
whichever 
produces 
the 
higher total. 
Another 
amendment 
Biddle made to SB 391 would 
invite 
participation 
by 
counties in a new Juvenile 
Offender Program whereby 
the county would propose to 
eventually reduce its Youth 
Authority commitment of 
“ zero."

Records destroyed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Hugh W. Sloan Jr., former 
treasurer of President Nixon’s campaign finance 
committee, said in sworn testimony made public Friday 
that he destroyed the original records of between $1 
million and $2 million in cash contributions on orders 
from finance chairman Maurice H. Stans. 
Sloan’s statements, along with depositions by former 
Commerce Secretary Stans and other employes of the 
Finance Committee to Re-Elect the President, were 
taken last fall and were made public Friday when they 
were filed in U.S. District Court here. 
The statements were taken by Common Cause, the 
public interest lobby, as part of its suit seeking to 
identify all contributors to the Nixon campaign before 
the new federal election law requiring full disclosures 
took effect April 7,1972. 


War of nerves 


PEKING (DPA-UPI) —Diplomatic sources here said 
the Soviet Union is stepping up its war of nerves with 
China through massive troop reinforcements along the 
border. 
During the past few months, the sources said, the 
Soviet Union has added about 50,000 soldiers to its 
garrisons in the Asian republics and Mongolia and now 
has a total of 45 divisions in that area. 
If the figures are correct, more than one-third of all 
Soviet ground forces are stationed along the Chinese 
border, triple the amount at the time of the bloody 
border skirmishes in Ussuri in 1969. 
The sources said they learned the Soviet Union also has 
built five new atomic rocket launchers near the border, 
bringing their number of such sites to 19. 


Leading candidate 


KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. (UPI) - David M. Packard, an 
electronics millionaire who spent three years as second- 
ranking man at the Pentagon, is the "leading candidate” 
to succeed Elliot L. Richardson as defense secretary, the 
White House said Friday. 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said President 
Nixon discussed with Packard the post which Richardson 
will leave to become attorney general and key 
investigator of the Watergate scandal. 
Ziegler said no final decision has been made but he 
strongly implied that the job was Packard’s if he wants 
it. 


Crash 


PHNOM PENH (UPI) — An American 
fighter- 
bomber crashed and exploded in flames at the edge of 
Phnom Penh’s Pochentong airport Friday, destroying a 
heavily populated area about half the size of a city block. 
The two crewmen aboard 
the A7 Corsair jet 
parachuted from the aircraft before it crashed, but there 
were casualties in the area of barracks-type quarters 
occupied by Cambodian army engineers and their 
families. 


Segretti indicted 


ORLANDO, Fla. (UPI) — Donald H. Segretti, an 
alleged political spy reportedly paid with President 
Nixon’s campaign funds, was indicted by a federal grand 
jury Friday on charges of conspiring to circulate phony 
campaign literature accusing two Democratic presi­ 
dential candidates of sexual misconduct. 
The bogus literature, according to the two-count 
indictment, was in the form of a letter on Sen. Edmund 
S. Muskie’s stationery which made the allegations 
against two of Muskie’s opponents, Sens. Henry M 
Jackson and Hubert H. Humphrey, during the Florida 
presidential primary last year. 


Bombing attack 


BELFAST (UPI) — Six bombs exploded Friday in 
Northern Ireland, three of them in the capital, in the 
first series of bombing attacks in the province in more 
than a month. 
Employes of two of two business targets of the 
bombers carried the bombs into the street, where they 
later exploded but caused only minor damage. None of 
the six bombs caused casualties. 
Bombing targets in Belfast were showrooms for Rolls- 
Royce and Vauxhall automobiles, both models British 
made, and a used car agency. In Londonderry, the 
targets were a furniture store and another automobile 
agency. A bomb also exploded in a stone wall at 
Clontigora, a town near the Irish Republic border.

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Acupuncture: relieving 


the pain in her back

The first time Betty Bounds, 508 N. 3rd Street, met 
James Y.P. Chen he stuck 19 needles in her. It was a 
painless affair, however. 
He stuck four needles in her back, five in her hip, a row 
of needles along the outside of her left leg, and a needle 
between each toe. Just to settle her nerves, he swiftly 
injected a couple needles in her wrists. 
He left the needles in for 30 minutes, periodically 
twirling them. They varied in size from seven inches to 
four inches to half an inch. 
The sensation of the needles penetrating her body was 
akin to a slight pin prick, according to Mrs. Bounds. No 
blood was dropped and after, she could find only three 
needle holes. 
“You 
are 
so tremendously 
relaxed during the 
treatment you feel no pain and you drop off to sleep. It’s 
a great feeling because you are so relaxed,” said Mrs. 
Bounds. 
Chen 
is 
a 
Santa 
Monica 
doctor 
who 
studied 
acupuncture at a Peking university. Acupuncture, a 5,000 
year old Chinese medical technique, is used as a 
treatment or as an anesthesia. Mrs. Bounds allowed Dr. 
Chen to puncture her with needles as a treatment to 
reduce the pain level in her back. 
For two weeks prior to the first acupuncture 
treatment in September 1972, Mrs. Bounds was confined 
to bed because of back pain. 
“ After that first treatment, I got in the car and I didn’t 
want to move,” she said. “I didn’t want the pain to begin 
again. It was like an Alice in Wonderland feeling. You 
just hope this lasts.” 
Before September 1972, Mrs. Bounds had two back 
operations. The first was spinal fusion in 1969 to curtail 
the pain of two herniated discs. Because of pain she was 
operated on a second time to clean the fusion and remove 
arthritic spurs in March 1972. 
Mrs. Bounds had been living in constant pain, but the 
two operations did not significantly help. After learning 
of another woman having “tremendous results” with 
acupuncture for the exact back trouble, she made an 
appointment with Dr. Chen. 
“ He didn’t ask a lot of medical history. He wanted to 
know where you hurt and what’s your problem” said 
Mrs. Bounds. 
Then he stuck 19 needles in her. He asked her if she 
feared needles first. 
Mrs. Bounds got significant relief from the initial 
treatment. It got her out of bed. For the next two days 
the pain subsided more. 
After the second treatment, Mrs. Bounds and her 
husband went on a 4,000 mile trip by car. 
She can easily contrast the difference between surgery 
and acupuncture - a practice very new to the American 
medical scene, a practice that carries, in her words, a 
stigma. The main difference is the result: a lower pain 
level with acupuncture than she had experienced with 
surgery. 
Surgery takes four hours. Acupuncture treatments 
take 30 minutes. 
After surgery Mrs. Bounds was restricted to a bed for 
two months and had to undergo physical therapy. After 
the first acupuncture treatment, she was up and walking. 


Surgery cost $2,500. Acupuncture was about $35 a 
treatment. 
Moreover, Mrs. Bounds is allergic to pain medications 
such as Demerol and Codeine. The most she can take for 
post-operational pain is aspirin. There is no pain after an 
acupuncture treatment. 
What acupuncture has done for Mrs. Bounds is reduce 
the back pain to a livable degree. She realizes that 
acupuncture (or surgery) will never repair the damaged 
nerves in her back. 
Dr. Chen has no way of knowing if her present pain

level will remain depressed. 
“I could slide back to the pain level before the first 
acupuncture treatments,” she noted. 
She has had seven treatments by Dr. Chen. 
“If he hasn’t helped you in three treatments he feels he 
probably won’t have any great success with you,” said 
Mrs. Bounds. 
Four treatments is usually all Dr. Chen recommends. 
But she has taken three extra treatments in case her 
pain level will decrease even more. 
Later this month the Bounds move to Arkansas. If 
Mrs. Bounds’ pain increases she’ll be back to see Dr. 
Chen, she said.

for

Seagull',” she turned and asked a 
co-worker, Mrs. Phyllis Frank. 
That was right. 
Depending on how you interpret 
JLS, 
i t ’s 
a 
s t o r y 
a bo ut 
r e i n c a r n a t i o n , 
l e v e l s 
of 
consciousness, 
perfection, 
or 
freedom. On the surface it’s a story 
about a seagull who is ostracized by 
his flock 
in his efforts to fly 
impeccably and beyond accepted 
limits. 
“ Well, I’ve read it, but it has too 
many 
allegories,” 
opined 
Mrs. 
Frank. 
Mrs. Smith read JLS in parts, 
during the time patrons took to pick 
up the reserved book. She doesn’t 


feel it is the book of the century as 
they make out on television. 
JSL has sold like Segal’s “ Love 
Story” 
— 
endlessly 
and 
in 
astronomical numbers. It’s still on 
the best seller list and just recently 
some 
Hollywood 
people 
filmed 
segments of JLS the movie near 
Morro Bay. 
An intersting note about JLS is 
how Bach cam e to write it. He stood 
alone one foggy night at a pier in 
Monterey when out of nowhere a 
voice said 
“Jonathan Livingston 
Seagull.” 
Bach, a pilot and writer of three 
books on aviation, went home and 
started to write the story. He wrote 
until he didn’t know what was 
supposed 
to 
happen 
next 
to 
Jonathan. Several years later he 
finished the book just as suddenly as 
he started it. 


JLS was published in 1970 and, 
after a slow start, sold like the book 
of the century. The Lompoc Public 
Library 
received two copies in 
September 1972. This was about the 
time the paperback edition came 


out. 
The JLS waiting list began even 
before it arrived 
And until this 
week there was a waiting list of 
people who wanted to read about 
Jonathan 
for

reasons. 
“One woman checked the book out 
because her friend said it would 
change her life,” reported Mrs. 
Smith. 
At a glance JLS looks like a book 
for children only. It has 93 pages. 
Forty pages contain doubled spaced

The 
remaining 53 pages depict seagulls 
in flight: some pages are clean 
white with one or two words printed 
on them: “Part One” , etc. 
Library patrons are allowed seven 
days to read it.

“Slip“ playing 
in Santa Maria

Some plays never make it on Broadway but still refuse 
a permanent end. “The Girl in the Freudian Slip”, now 
being performed by the Santa Maria Civic Theater, is an 
example. 


This light comedy got one brief New York magazine 
review (Commonweal) when it opened in June 1967. The 
reviewer described 
William 
F. 
Brown’s play as 
lugubrious and proceeded to tell about the audience’s 
embarrassing silence at the end of the show. 
But six years later, “Slip” is around and being 
performed by community theaters. Saturday night’s 
audience didn’t find Brown’s work lugubrious. They left 
the theater in happy spirits. 


SMCT’s “Slip”, directed by Tom Smith, was a fairly 
entertaining 
show. 
The play 
itself (dialogue and 
structure) is like an unrefined Neil Simon comedy. 
Smith made the best of it. 
“Slip” concerned the plight of a psychiatrist who had 
released his sexual fantasies about a sultry patient by 
writing it out in a play. His daughter discovers the 
manuscript and turns it over to another psychiatrist, a 
friend of the family He gives it to a literary agent who 
happens to be the former sultry patient. 
The plot is more like a TV situation comedy. 
Withstanding a slow scene 2 in act I, “Slip” moves 
along well; timing was right on by most cast members. 
The audience’s consistent flow of laughter was genuine 
Dick Sanders played the sublimating Dr. Dewey 
Maugham. Dewey started off an unlikeable character. 
The 
intellectualizing 
doctor 
was 
impersonal 
and 
unsympathetic with his patients and family. As the 
dilemma developed, he changed into a bumbling and 
jumpy person who eventually accepted his emotions. 
Marian Stave, a Lompoc teacher, played the sexually 
emancipated former patient and game literary agent. 
Ms. Stave performed confidently and enjoyed her role. 
An anxiety-ridden patient, Mr. Wellman, was played 
by Jeremy Fortner. His performance was a surprising 
delight. Fortner displayed a fine understanding of the 
eager and neurotic young man disliked by Dewey. 
Remaining cast members included Kingston George 
as the second psychiatrist, Sandi Miller as Dewey’s wife, 
and Rochelle Frantz as the daughter. Rochelle acted 
distractingly conscious of the audience. 
If you have never been toSMCT production, they own a 
small, comfortable theater at 1660 N. McClelland. The 
theater seats about 100 in sharply elevated rows 
Judging from the show’s costumes, set, and lighting, 
SMCT, now in its 14th season, practices sincere theater.

I've been crooning that from 
my kitchen window for weeks. A curious neighbor gave 
me a quizzical look of pity over the fence line and I 
knew how Shirley Booth felt as she wandered around in 
her feed-sack housedress calling piteously for Sheba . . . 
little Sheba! 
Muhammad Ali has to come back, or, by his own 
words, the world of boxing will return to its flat-footed, 
slugfest ways. Ali alone elevated boxing beyond its 
obvious brutality to a sport of finesse and mental agility. 
He did it with showmanship, the ultimate in' showman­ 
ship. 
And don’t think for a minute that his overture to the 
American public wasn’t calculated in every syllable, in 
stereophonic sound, down to the last decibel It was 


"When I started fighting seriously," Ali told Jose 
Torres for publication, "I found out grown people, the 
fight fans, acted like school kids of my days. Almost from 
my first fight I’d mouth off to anybody who’d listen, and 
people would go out of their way to come and see me, 
hoping I’d get beat. 
"I began to predict the outcome of my fights 
after I 
watched Gorgeous George, the great westler. I hear 
this white fellow say, "I am the Greatest. I am the 
King." When he was in the ring, everybody booooed . . . 
booooed. I saw 15,000 people coming to see the guy get 
beat and his talking did it. And I said, this is a gooood 
idea!" 
What Gorgeous George invented, Muhammad Ali per­ 
fected. Ali had much more to work with. Gorgeous 
George had a Pillsbury doughboy physique with finger- 
waved, peroxided curls. Ali, then Cassius Clay, 
was a 
Greek god with light brown skin and sexy Montgomery 
Clift eyebrows. 
The only trouble was that Ali was born with a Cali­ 
fornia exhibitionist personality into a world of New 
Jersey work-ethic. And the combination irritated many 
whites. 
No one ever calculated the percentage of Ali’s rant- 
ings that were sheer mockery. No one cared. People 
simply flocked to see him get beat . . . as he had planned. 


And that didn’t happen too often, because Ali was a 
genius with magic in the ring. Jose Torres said, "He has 
a power that great fighters never had. Don’t watch Ali’s 
gloves, arms, or legs when he’s in a fight. Watch his 
brains.” 
Brains! Say that to one of his critics, and they hoot. 
Say that to the draft board that graded his induction 
test, twice failed, and they shake their heads. Brains! 
You must be kidding. 
But Ali does have unmatched brains, as bright and 
dancing as the red tassels on his white boxing shoes in 
the midst of a patented Ali shuffle. Because boxing is a 
sport of careful psychology, based on mental intimida­ 
tion. The punches are mere symbols of a larger, more
